charitable and healing Principles; no, My Lord, ſuch a Clergyman I take tu 
be a faithful and true Miniſter of Chriſt, and we find his Character exemplity'd 
in thoſe Biſhops that now fill our Engliſh Sees, and in ſome of the Inferiour Cler- 
29, and in 311 the Diſſenting Miniſters of Great Britain and Ireland; tor I 
know not one Nonconformitt Preacher in all his Majeſty's Realms, but what 
is a Man of a, pious Life, aud a true Lover of King George, and 'tis clear by 
their healing Temper and moſt extenſive Charity do better underſtand the 
real Nature of the Kingdom or Church of (hriſt, than either à Su- pe, or 2 
Tr-p, or any of thoſe Mad Priefts that (moſt uncharitably as well as unju- 
ſtly) eharg d your Lordſhip with dangerous Poſitions and Doctrines. My Lord, 
{ humbly conceive ſuch Proteſtant Divines as theſe of any Perſwaſion, (law= 
fully ordain'd) are trae Mimſpers in the Kingdom or Church of Chriſt, and for 
that Reaſon ought to be heard as the Wa of God, tor their Lives preach 
23 well as their Doctrine, like wiſe Preachers, they all promote a Udon 
of Hearts and Affections, &c They are all BANGORS tor healing 
our Diviſions and Preaching the pure Goſpel of Chriſt. Divinity is the Ex- 
erciſe and Glory of their Studies, this makes em wiſe both in the Pulpit 
and out of it, (and to be the chief Ornaments of a Convocation or Synod when- 
ever they are found in ir) nay, this makes every Place where they vouchſaſe 
to diſcourſe to be z Pulpit ;, for ſuch is the Bounty of their religious conver- 
ſation, that howſoever the Place may be chang'd, the Sermon is perpetual. 

But for the Pulpit-Lunatick, Mad Reporter, Convocation-Hothead, or Railing-

Has none ; for they agree in worſhiping God, tho? they differ in the Modes 
of Worſhip. And there is too great a Party of theſe Churchmen who ſel- 
dom ſee the Inſide of a Church, and as ſeldom ſhew any Signs of Devotion 
when they are there. God deliver us from ſuch Churchmen, and the Church 
from the Scandal of ſuch ( mad) Pretenders. | 

This, my Lord, I take to be the Character of a true Churchman : Wherein

yer I ſhall ever declare my (cif, a true Churchman, that is in three Words, 
4 Proteſtant Chriſtian, a Son of the Church of England, as now eſtabliſhed by 
Law, and (as Eternity depends upon it) | think no Man can blame me for 
Ehuſing (what I count) the beſt way to Heaven : Not chat I think the Preſ- 
byterians, &c, (who come the neareſt the Church of England of any that 
diſſent from ir) of 2 different Religion from mine, and ſhall be ever ready, 
as Oportunity offers to hear (and encourage as my Eſtate ſhall enable ay, 
a ſerious Preacher (or Poor Chriſtian) of that Perſwaſion, or any other Dif- 
Yenting Proteſtant, for we all hold One Faith, one Lord, one Baptiſm, &c. 
And it betrays great Ignorance, as well as Madneſs, to call my ſelf of ano- 
ther Religion from thoſe I have named, when we agree in the Fundamen- 
tal Points of the Chriſtian Faith, for tis not (to uſe Biſhop Hall's Expreſ- 
ſion) * A Title, or 4 Retinue, or a Ceremony, 4 Garment, or 4 Colour, or 
© an Organ Tipe that can make us a different Church' "Twas for this 
Reaſon that King William of bleſſed Memory, declared on his Dcathbed, 
* that he dyd a (hriſtian of a comprehenſive Charity; and "twas the ſame 
Morive, that made King George, (our truly pious and ever glorious Sove- 
reign) to Declare to his People in his firſt Speech from the Throne, That 
s *twas lis firm Purpoſe to do all that was iv his Power for the ſupporting 


and maintaining the Churches of Fug land and Scotland, as they are 1 0

rally by Law eftabliſh'd, which he was of Opinion might be effectually 
done without the leaſt impairing the Toleration allowed by Law to Pro- 
teſtant Diſſenters, ſo agreeable ro Chriſtian Charity, and ſo neceſſary to 
the Trade and Riches of this Kingdom.
